OTTAWA.—Canada is devel- 
oping a jet-powered railway en- 
gine and “thinkin about” 
building jet automobile engines, 
a government scientist disclosed. 

Dr. D. GC. MacPhail, h of the 
National; Research Councils super- 
sonics and gas dfnamics_ section, 
said a government-sponsored project 
to build a gas turbine engine for a 
locomotive “has progressed slightly 
beyond the paper stage”. 

Considerable work on the car en- 
gines already had taken place at Mc- 
Gill University in Montreal and Mc- 
Gill shortly would produce a small 
turbine that could ultimately replace 
gasoline power plants, ‘he said. 

MacPhail and other scientists un- 
der his direction forecast that suc- 
cessful’ completion of the jet-propel- 


led railway engines would open a new |‘ 


era in world railroad transportation. 


‘They said that if the locomotive 


proved its practicality it would re- 


place diesels on many types of railj- 
hauls, particularly on long-distance 


trips. 

The Research Council was work- 
ing on a locomotive’ turbine in pref- 
erence to one for cars but at the 
same time was devoting “a lot of. 
project analysis” to the question of 
building autojets, MacPhail said.
